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Region faces foster parent ‘crisis’

TWIN FALLS - In the past year, 35 , 
foster children were adopted through the 
regional Idalio Departniem of Health and 
Welfare’s permanent planning team. But 
many of those adoptions were made by 
foster parents, an already scarce com- 
modity. 

Now, the shortage has become a crisis 
in the eight counties of the Magic and 
Wood River valleys.. 

“That mode a big difTcrence iii foster 
care," said Franriie McMahon, a regional 
supervisor for permanent planning with 
the department. “We did something good, 


and we did ^mething not so good. 

“Almost a dread is ‘coming to us, how 
we'll be able to place someone," she said. 
"I don’t think we’ve everjhad enough 
(foster parents). I think all -of a sudden 
it’s worse.” 

The foster-core crisis started last week, 
McMahon said. Usually adolescents are 
(he children most dlflicult to place, but 
Iasi week the regional deportment was 
unable to find a foster homo; for a 2-yeor- 
old, she added. 

As of Thursday, the regic{Dol depart- 
ment had 117 foster children, and while 
there, arc 80. licensed foster homes, only 
-40 will keep children longer than 
overnight or in emergency situations, she 


'said. Forty-five foster children arc aged 
12 to 18. 

About 40 more foster homcs.arc need- 
ed, McMahon said? 

“Wc need some really good parenting 
people out there to help these kids heal,’’ 
McMahon said. “Just about every child- 
protection child is a juvcnile-ju.stice child 
waiting to happen.’^ 

While the regional department has both 
gained and lost some homes in the past 
year, it probably has- five fewer than it 
had lost year, McMahon said. The overall 
number of foster children is about IS less 
than last year, she added. 

"We’re constantly trying to figure out

cludes a Saturday of pre-service to go 
over material'and get applications. 

Once everything from criminal records 
to financial reports are checked, foster 
parents will get a six-month provisional li- 
cense, during which time they complete 
training to receive a regular license.

HAILEY - Personal tensions between 
rural Fire Chief Dan McKenna and city 
Fire Chief Mike Chapman heightened on 
Main Street this week when McKenna hit 
and shoved Chapman, Chapman said. 

But a Friday letter from Wood River 
^ Chief McKenna apologizing for the alter- 
cation after a routine bar outing Wednes- 
day night should resolve the conflict and 
allow the deportments to work together, 
Hailey Mayor Steve Kearns said. 

“I’m hoping thot puts it behind us." 
Kearns said after receiving the letter. 
Kenms wouldn’t give Tlic Timcs-Ncws a 
copy of the letter, saying it wos confiden- 
tial. 

Hailey Chief Chapmen said Fridoy he 
consulted with city ofilcials after the oltcr- 
cotion.-and they offered to not prosecute 
McKcnrui if he submitted an apology by 5 
p.m. Friday and admitted he attocked 
Chapman without provocation. 

McKenna would not return telephone 


calls from 77ie Timcs-Ncws Friday. 

Wood River Fire District Commissioner 
James Frchling said Friday the district has 
no plan for disciplinary action on McKen- 
na. Frehling said the altercation was per- 
sonal and both were equally to blame, and 
he understood the fire chiefs had worked it 
out. 

“Nobody is happy that it occurred, but 
boys will be boys, and Idaho has a tradi- 
tion," Frehling said with a laugh. 

After the two departments' weekly traio.- 
ing session We'dnesdoy, Chapman and 
some of his personnel went to a local 
restaurant-bar for a drink. Chapman said. 
McKenna and members of his crew 
showed up at the, bar and sat on the other 
side, another weekly occurrence, he said. 

Five minutes after McKenna left the bar. 
Chapman also left and was confronted by 
McKenna on the sidewalk outside of the 
police station and City Hall, Chapman 
said. McKenna was yelling at Chapman 
and refused to get out of his way, he said.

* Wyo. — After hiking Uic craggy rim of o 
canyon, gawking at buffalo herds and a 
milicy-whitc waterfall, President Clinton 
warned Friday of Republican attacks on 
national treasures. 

"We’ve got to save this park,’’ he said. 

Clinton, who is vocationing in nearby 
Jackson Hole, used o daylong Yellowstone 
visit to portray his administration as the 
champion of environmimta] protection. 

Standing in o sudden downpour with 
plumes of slcom puffing from Old Faithful 
behind him, the president said, “Wc should 
not do anything this year ^ anything — to 
weaken our obilily to protect the quality of 
our land, our water, our food, the diversity 
of our wildlife and the sanctity of our natu- 
ral ucosurcs.’’ 

The administration is fighting to soften, 
cuts in the national parks budget, defeat ef- 
forts to establish a park-closing commis- 
sion and stem private acquisition of park 
land. 

“Wc have a big slake in what you see 
around here at Yellowstone," Clinton said. 

Congress has already softened proposed 
budget cuts, and no parks — ’ especially 
Yellowstone — are in imminent danger of 
closing. ' 

Still, the president — eager to copitalizc 
on polls showing public anxiety about 
GOP environmental policies — pledged to 
help "preserve ond not destroy our natural

And therein lies the danger. 

Even the people who live here recognize 
■it. 

Small is not among the oijgry corpsres- 
pousing violence and seeing a huge con- 
spiracy at work bgainst them.. He simply 
wants to live in peace with his family in 
the big, quirky house he has built little by 
little over 20 years. 

Yet he fears that the mood is dark 
enough that somebody — mad obout taxes, 
mad at bureaucrats, mad at whatever .else 
— • will end up in a dangerous standoff 
with Uie sheriff or federal agents, just as 


Weaver did three years ago at his cabin on 
Ruby Ridge. 

"There’ll be another confrontation up 
• here," he said, sounding very much as if he 
hop^ he was wrong. 

"There are a lot of folks out here who 
don’t want to be screwed with by the gov- 
ernment. They want to be left alone." . 

Across the rural West, law enforcement 
agencies are confronting a threat that’s ris- 
ing from a loose web of white separatists, 
tax protesters, militiamen and constitution- 
alists. 

Eorlier this year, for. instance, sheriffs 
deputies had a scries of run-ins with armed- 
government foes in the small mountain 
town of Darby, Mont The protesters hove 
resisted paying taxes, registering for a vari- 
ety of licenses and doing other things they 
consider too invasive._^

A irmical depression crossing southwestern Georgia pro- 
duced flooding from torrential rain Friday, while the Noith- 
west hod cleor. crisp weather and the Nowcast was dty and 
mild. 

The depression that used to be Tropical Sioim Jerry weak- 
ened 03 it moved inlond, crossing south of Valdosta, Go. It 
dumped heavy ram, including over 6 inches by midday in 
Moyport, Fla. 

A tornado was sighted southeost of Tampa Boy near 
Winuuma, Fla. 

In the Northwest, high pressure moving in behind a trough 
of low pressure produced clear skies and temperatures in the 
upper 50s to low 60s from northern Colifomio to Woshing- 
lon. , 

High preuuTc also k»t skies clear in the Northeast, to the 
disappotnuncDt of firenghters battling o wildfire on New 


York's Long Island. Gusty 25 mph wind fanned the flames 
but heat was not a problem with temperatures in the upper 
70s. 

Showers and thunderstorms developed ocross eastern Ida- 
ho, into west-centml Montana. The Upper Midwest and or- 1 
eas from south-central Texas to southern Louisians olso had 
showers. 

Rain showers and thunderstorms were developing in westr 
em Washington and Oregon and could be scattered with 
some.severe thunderstorms from Arizono to the central 
Rockies to the northern Plains, upper Mississippi River Val- 
ley and the nonhem Great Lakes region. 

The forecast colled for the tropical depression to weaken 
rapidly, leaving showers and thunderstorms over a large part 
of the Southeast. Severe thunderstorms and rainfall greater 
than 5 inches were possible in areas from southwestern 
Florida into southern Georgia.

tried to get around McKenna, 
McKenna hit him and sent his eye- 
glasses flying, Chapman said. 

Then Chapman dropped his 
hands to his sides and told McKen- 
na to hit him if he wanted - Chap-' 
man. said Friday he felt safe outside 
of the police station - but McKenna 
didn't hit him anymore, he said. 

^McKenna did shove Chapman 
against a wall before leaving, Chap- 
bum said. 

"He kept ranting and raving, 

, ‘What do you hove against my de- 
partment?”' said Chapman, adding 
that he told McKenna he didn't 


have problems with the department 
but with him. . 

A few months after the depart- 
ments agreed to cooperate by shar- 
ing personnel, training together and 
possibly sharing stations, Wood 
River submitted a proposal to take 
over the city fire department with- 
out his or Kcorns' knowledge, 
Chapman said. 

Chapman said McKenna foiled to 
take over the deportment two or 
three years ago, and the rural chief 
promised not to try again. 

“Where wc'rc talking coopera- 
tion, they’re talking take over,” 
Chapmon said of the incident that 
renewed their tension. *Tm not go- 


ing to allow him to bully anyone 
into lesser fire protection.” 

But Frehling said McKenna did 
not go behind Chapman’s back re- 
cently, and everything the rural 
chief has done was under the dirM- 
tion of the fire district. 

Although the two departments 
have agreed to cooperate for now. 
the ideal scenario would involve 
combining someday, on idea' which 
they agreed to explore, Frehling 
said. He added it is typical to have 
tension during consolidation talks. 

Chapman said this week’s tiff 
could end up being positive. 

"Hopefully it’s a catalyst to move 
onward,” Chapman said. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 
forensic scientist testified Friday 
that there was “something wrong” 
in the himdling pf a blopd sample 
collected nearihe bodies of O.J. 
SimF^n's ex-wife and her friend. 

Hraiy l,ee, testifying for the de- 
fense. said inexplicable blood 
smudges were found on the inside 
of paper packoging that held what 
were supposed to be dry blood sam- 
ples. 

"There may b‘c reason to explain 
it,” Lee told jurors. “I don’t know." 

The testimony bolstered the de- 
fense’s theory of evidence tamper- 
ing in the police crime lab. The 
blood sample found on Nicole 
Brown Simpson’s walkway at her

condo contains Simpson's genetic 
markers, tests have shown. 

The blood, collected the day the 
bodies were found on June 13, 
1994, was sopped up onto tiny cot- 
ton swotches, which were lefl in a 
tab cabinet to dry overnight before 
they were put in a paper pocket, 
called a bindle. 

Lee said such swatches should be 
dry afler that much time, raising the' 
question of how a damp swatch 
ended up in the packaging. 

“The only opinion I con give un- 
der these circumstances: something 
wrong," said Lee, who, returns to 
court Monday for cross-examina- 
tion. 

Defense lawyer Bany Schcck cit- 


ed previous testimony from police 
criminalists, who said the swatches 
. hod dried, and would oot have been 
ploced in the bihdk if they were 
still wet.- 

Superior Court Judge Lance Ito 
barred Lee from describing a blood- 
drying experiment designed to rein- 
force his testimony, saying it didn't 
duplicate the conditions under 
which the evidence was stored. 

- Lee, considered the nation’s top 
forensic scientist, didn't need the 
experiment to moke his point.- 

With a giant picture of the blood- 
stained bindle, he conducted a 
show-and-tcll demonstration with 
monster swatches and a picture on a 
magnetic board.

tion. 

A shortage of foster parents also 
is a concern statewide, with the 
number of foster parents decreasing 
and the number of foster, children 
increasing for the past five years, 
said Anna .Sever, child-protection 
program specialist for the state. 

There are 338 foster home being 
used in Idaho for 1,020 foster chil- 
dren, Sever said Thursday. 

Besides the adoptions, which ac- 
count for the decrease in foster chil- 
dren as well as foster parents,- 
McMahon and Rose said there arc 
other factors that account for a de- 
crease in foster parents: 

• In many families, both parents 
work. 

• Foster children are harder to 
deal with-now thaa 20 years ago.. 


when children needed a temporary 
place to stay during family emer- 
gencies. Some foster children ore 
abused or neglected; some are suici- 
dal; some have developmental or 
other disabilities; and some are 
"throw-away kids” that stepparents 
don't want. 

• This spring and summer the 
problem worsened because foster 
parents took vacations. Not only 
were their homes' not open, but oth- 
er foster parents had to care for the 
children Uiey hod. 

• Some people are afraid they 
will become too attached to chil- 
dren, who stay with them an indefi- 
nite time, while others assume 
someone* else is providing a safe 
home for foster children. 

“People have other priorities, and 
they’re focusing on keeping their 
own children safe," Sever added. 

Rose said foster parenting takes a 
special type of person who.wonts.to 


help children and deal with the 
stress of caring for someone else's 
child. Rose and his wife, Marcd, 
hove three children and also have 
cored for foster children at their 
home south of Burley for about five 
years. 

“I sec it as an obligotion to the 
children," he said. 

McM^on said she wonts to ask a 
College of Southern Idaho market- 
ing instructor to help the depart- 
ment's staff foster parents ;iyith 
marketing. Recent classified odver- 
tisements in three area newspapers 
hove generated some interest, and a 
few parents are in training, she 
added. 

With 40 more foster homes, offi- 
cials in the regional office would be 
' able to better match foster children 
with foster families, McMahon 
said. 

“Right now we’re not obic to 
match at all,” she said. "We’re just 
• looking to find a bed.”

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Guyana disaster feeds mine foes 


NEW YORK (AP) — They are 
located in pristine wilderness areas 
thousands of miles apart. 

Now a gold-mine spill described 
as Guyana’s worst environmental 
disaster has given fresh ammunition 
tO’ opponents of a mine planned for 
just outside Yellowstone National, 
Paric. 

While there arc differences 
between the mines, environmental- 
ists and some government oHicials 
have seized on the South America 
mine’s failure as evidence of the risk 
in using untested technology to store 
huge amounts of waste in sensitive 
cco-systcms. 

At the Guyana mine about 100 
miles west of the capital 
Georgetown, the retaining wall of a 
holding pond storing effluent broke 
this past weekend, spewing hun- 
dreds of millions of gallons of 
cyanide-tainted water into that 
nation’s biggest river. Tens of thou- 
sands of residents have been warned ' 
against drinking river water or eat- 
ing river fish. 

Shortly afler learning of the spill, 
a House of Representatives minority 
leader said he shot off a letter to 
Interior Department Secretary Bruce 
Bobbitt. 

Rep. Bill Richardson, D-Ncw 
Mexico and the House’s chief 
d^uty whip, said he urged adminis- 
trative action to block die proposed 
U.S. mine and avert a similar 
tragedy just three miles outside the 
world’s first national park.

the timing of this week’s Guyana 
spill would bring the proposed mine 
to the attention of President Clinton, 
who was vacationing this week in 
Jackson, Wyo., near Yellowstone. 

Clinton planned to tour 
Yellowstone by air Friday and deliv- 
er an environmental speech from a 
scenic park location, but It wasn’t 
clear whether he would mention the 
proposed mine. 

As with the Guyana mine, the 
focus of concern In the U.S. propos- 
al is the holding pond for mine 
waste. 

Opponents of the New World 
Mine outside Yellowstone fear that a 
70-acre reservoir behind an earthen 
dam — ■ designc.d to permanently 
hold an estimated 5.5 million tons of 
toxic wastes and tailings — could 
leach into the area’s water supply, 
kill fish and injure other wildlife. 

Unlike the Guyana mine, which 
used cyanide to extract ore from 
rock, the New World Mine plans to 
use a "water flotation" method. 
Instead of cyanide, the risk with 


New World Mine is acid from 
extracted rock leaking into die sur- 
rounding area. 

The Guyana disaster "points out 
to us that thc'bcst available engi- 
neering at the time may in fact not 
be good enough to withstand the test 
of time," said Stu Coleman, chief of 
Yellowstone National Park's natural 
resources branch and an opponent of 
the proposed mine. 

Don East, president of Knight 
Picsold LLC, the Denver engineer- 
ing firm that designed the New 
World Mine's holding bin for waste, 
said his company’s blueprint calls 
for stronger materials than used in 
Guyana. 

The Vancouver-based Knight. 
Picsold parent was the original 
designer of the Guyona facility. 

East said the dam designed for 
New World was to be made from 
compacted rock, compared to an 
earthen embankment in Omai. In 
addition the liner for New World’s 
holding basin is to use clay and plas- 
tic, while the one in Guyana uses 
only clay, he said. 

Opponents of the mine said they 
weren’t reassured. 

“You’re talking about a big plastic 
bag at 9,000 feet in an area that gets 
23 frost-free days a year. The tccli- 
nology never has been tested, let 
alone used on that scale," said 
Beverly Recce, a spokeswoman for 
Minerals Policy Center, a 
Washington-based environmental 
group. 


County tells feds^ 
to get permission first 


SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — If 
FBI and other federal agents want to 
follow a case into Okanogan 
County, they’ll have to gel the sher- 
iffs '■written permission first, 
according to a county resolution. 

However, the head of the FBI’s 
Eastern Washington region said his 
agents will ignore the order and 
continue business as usual, 

"What they’re asking is unconsti- 
tutional. How would we ever inves- 
tigate public corruption?" FBI 
Supervisory Special Agent for 
Eastern Washington JcITJohn said 
Friday. 

The resolution, passed unani- 
mously Aug. 14 by Okanogan 
County's three commLssioners, also 
grants the shcrift final jurisdiction 
over any federal law enforcement 
activity. 

"We don’t want another northern 
, Idaho or Waco' or even another 
smaller scale thing going on here,’' 
Commissioner Ed Tliiele said in a 
phone interview from Okunogun 
Friday. 

Tliiele was referring to the FBI’s 
siege of tlic Branch Davidian com- 
plex at Waco, Texas, and the 
agency’s 1992 siege on the home of 
white separatist Randy Weaver on 
Rudy Ridge in Idaho. 

Tlic agency ha.s come under fire 
for its handling of the siege at the 


Branch Davidian compound. A fire 
broke out ns tanks were firing tear 
gas into the compound, and 81 bod- 
ies were foundin the ashes. • 

In nddjtid.n, top FBI ofTiciols have 
been censured or demoted over the 
handling.of the Ruby Ridge casci in . 
which agents were given a contro- 
versial "shoot on sight" order. 

Thicic said Okanogan County 
wouldn’t condone n siege similar to 
Ruby Ridge, where agents sur- 
rounded Weaver’s home after his 
continued refusal to answer a 
charge of selling two sawed-off 
siiotguns without a federal ftennit. 

“If it’s a minor violation like 
Randy’s was, I personally — if the 
sheriff wouldn’t do it — I’d go out 
ami stop it,'’Th;clc said. 

The resolution cites the Sth 
Amendment’s “right of the people 
to be free from deprivations of life, 
liberty or property without due 
process of law." 

County Sheriff Jim Weed 
lauglicd when told about iltc resolu- 
tion, Tlic Omak-Okanogan County 
Chronicle reported. , 

"Tltc reality is, very little federal 
law enforcement ever comes to the 
county," Weed said. 

Weed was not in his office 
Friday, and no one else there was 
authorized to speak about the reso- 
lution, the sheriffs office said. 


Packwood reverses, requests pubfic hearings J 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sen. 
Bob Packwood, reversing his earlier 
position, said Friday he wants pub- 
lic hearings into charges that he 
committed sexual and official mis- 
conduct. 

"The Senate Ethics Committee 
will consider Sen. Packwood’s 
request when it next meets,” 
according to a statement from the 
office of Sen. Mitch McConnell, R- 
Ky., the panel chairman. The com- 
mittee will probably meet early next 
month. 

Packwood, R-Ore., said he 
changed his mind because the 
Ethics Committee “changed its 
rules in the middle of the game” by 
investigating two recent complaints 
.filed against him. 

The Finance Committee chairman 
said when he originally declined his 
right to a hearing, he thought the 
record of the 2H -year ethics investi- 
gation had been closed. 

Aviation 
worries about 
volcaM threat 

WASHINGTON (AP) — Drifting 
clouds of volcanic ash have caused 
more than $200 million in damage to 
airliners in recent years, putting 1,500 
lives at risk in a growing threat that 
has scientists warily eying the rum- 
bling volcano on the Caribbean island 
of Montserrat. 

Only in tlic last IS years or so have 
people begun to recognize the danger 
of drifting clouds of rock that volca- 
noes can blast high into the air. 

But seven cases of engine failure 
on jetliners that encountered the 
clouds have focused attention on the 
problem. 

Jim' Lynch of the National 
Environmental Satellite, Data and 
Information Service said in an inter- 
view that because of the incidents 
“the whole international community 
... has become much more active. 
Wc’rc (learning what volcanic ash 
looks like in-satellite imagery and 
we’re networked with (civil aviation 
agencies) around the world to cooper- 
ate in getting warnings out.’’ 

Perhaps the most dramatic case 
involved a KLM Royal Dutch 
Airlines Boeing 747 that flew into an 
ash cloud from Alaska’s Redoubt vol- 
cano in 1989. The plane lost all 
power and dropped from 25,000 to 
12,000 feet In 12 minutes bcibre the 
crew could get the engines restarted.

a British Airways 747. The dust cloud 
virtually sandblasted the windscreen, 
forcing the pilot to partially stand up 
and look out a side window to land.

. been known to quickly clog an airlin- 
er’s air vents, cutting off air condi- 
tioning needed to keep instruments 
and computers cool — os well as 
crew- and passengers.

seven instances when engines .

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GOP proposal to reduce pensions riles military

Pentagon’s top brass to the enlisted 
• ranks, members of the American

'*ing them with’ a surprise attack on 
military retirement pay. ■*- 

A plan, called "High One," to 
•reduce retirement pay originally was 
seen as a modest way for the mili- 
tary to help trim the federal deficit. 

But since Republicans pushed the 
proposed change through the House 
National Security Committee with a 
party-line vote on Aug. 1, High One 
has become a sore topic for thou- 
sands in unifonn. 

What galls them is the undented 
fact that High One-would change the 
rules for approximately S00,000 
people who are in uniform or have 
retired. 

Take the case of Chief Master Sgt. 
Bill Lindsey of Robins Air Force 
Bose in Ceorgia. 

Earlier this month, the 45-yeor-old 


Lindsey was in a pub^drlnking a 
beer, celebrating his just-completed 
deal to open a pizza restaurant after 
he retires next year with 26 years of 
service. That’s when a friend broke 
the news about High One. 

__-"I_w,!i3ikind_Qf.b.ummc.d_o.ut.".. 
Lindsey said. 

The 'change would cost Lindsey 
only about ^0 a month, he figures, 
but right now, that’s a lot. "I made a 
decision based on what I had been 
told. I ii/as planning on several 
months of just getting by because I'd 
used all my savings to buy this 
restauram." 

Lindsey emphasized he was 
speaking just for himself, not the Air 
Force, but he need not worry. He has 
plenty of company in high places. 

"To change the rules at this stage 
of the process is blatantly unfair and 
unwarranted^. We cannot continue 
breaking faith with the men and 
women who are serving our country. 
Commitments must be kept," the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff said in a recent 
letter to Congress.

While the military retirement sys- 
tem has been changed twice since 
1 980, this would be the Hrs) time a 
change would not be "grandfo* 
thered" in so that it applied only to 
future enlistees. 

Instead of calculating a retiree's 
pension on his or her final poychcck. 
High One would take the overage of 
the retiree’s paychecks over the lost 
year of service. 

In effect, that would nullify much 


of the benefit of the retiree’s last 
raises before leoying the service. 

The change would apply only to 
mililoiy people who enlisted before 
Sept. 8, 1980, because those who 
joined after then already have a less 
generous retirement formulo, The 
Pentagon esiimaies High One would 
reduce offected pensions by 3 to 9 
percent a month, with the larger 
losses in the S200-a-month range. 

But the Joint Chiefs of Staff is 
skeptical about any predicted sav- 
ings, because the change might 
cause people to delay retirements, 
thereby costing the government 


more in a final accounting. 

GOP members weren’t thrilled 
with the change when they approved 
it, but other Changes in their plan 
actually boosted overall military 
retirement spending by about SI bil- 
lion and Hi^ One seemed palatable.

Only eight days after he voted in 
favor of High One, Rep. J.C. Wotts, 
R-Okla., the vice chairman of the 
National Security subcommittee on 
military personnel, was among those 
calling for a reversal. 

“I know this budget year is a 
tremcndousxhallcnge for all, but 1 
would ask that we take a serious sec- 
ond look at this situation," Watts 
said in a letter to^thc committee 
■chairman, Rep. Floyd Spence, R- 
S.C. 

High One is just one small port of 
a sweeping plan to fulfill the OOP’s 
promise to balance the federal bud- 
get In seven years. Thot plon won't 
be ready for final approval until loier 
this fall. 

Just as in 1985, when President 


Reagan’s administration ran into 
fierce opposition to cutting military 
pensions, the conflict exposes a rift 
within the conservative movement. 

Pro-military conservatives sec 
militaiy pensions as unique because 
of the dangers and disruptions of 
militao' life. Budget hawks see them 
os lardcd-pcrks. 

“It’s only fair that federal pension- 
ers, both civilian and milito^, make 
some sacrifice as well — for two 
reasons; It is paid by the general tax< 
payers, and general taxpayers don’t 
enjoy pensions anywhere near as 
generous," said Richard Jackson, a 
senior analyst with the ami-deficit 
Concord Coalition, which pushed 
for High One.

The trailer Friday morning was a 
charred frame, with evidence that 
something had hit its tin roof and 
gone through. Two empt^ trailers 
next door were burned slightly, as 
was a small area of gross and weeds 
around the triiUer. 

Reports placed the time of the 
flash at between 10:30 and 1! p.m. 
MDT. Shortly before 11 p.m., a 


Windsor patrol officer sighted "a 
flaming object moving southbound 
over the skies of Windsor ... glowing 
red with a trail of gases behind it," 
police Sgt. Ken McFarland said. 

"It was about the size of an air- 
plane, with an orange tail behind it, 
and at the top it seemed to have a 
crown of greenish light,” said Joe 
Stocco of Liverpool, N.Y., near 
Syracuse. ‘Td never seen anything 
that had an orange color like this 
before. It was pretty interesting.” 

The fire at the mobile home — 
used for storage and located away 
from occupied homes — was report- 
ed shortly afterward. Detroit radio 
, station WWJ-AM reported. 

Emergency officials received 
numerous telephone calls from the 
curious and tlic worried, including 
many who thought a plane had 
crashed. The National Weather 
Service in Cleveland said the reports 
of bright lights "ore presumed to be a 
meteor shower ... a typical happen- 
ing in late August.” The Coast Guard 
received calls from Saginaw Boy.

Collier said Friday that the appear- ^ 
once of the virus was intermittent, 
oppearing in the semen from some 
men during one test, but absent when 
the same men were tested later. 

“In one way, this is good news,’’ 
said Collier. "If the virus was found 
more frequently, then the transmis- 
sion rate of the disease would be 
much higher." 

. The bad news, she said, is that- 
nobody can tell when the virus will 
be present in the semen of HlV-posi- 
tive men.

PAPEETE, Tahiti — Setting sail for a high-scas protest, the Greenpeace 
ship Rainbow Warrior II headed Friday for the Soutii Pacific island where 

- France intends to resume underground nuclear tests. 

The environmental group’s ship is expected to reach Mururoa Atoll in 
three or four days. Thc French government plans to conduct up to eight 
weapons tests there beginning next month. 

Greenpeace has led fierce iniemational opposition to the planned tests, 
fearing they will damage the fragile undersea environment. Activists also 
a^uc the testing will encourage other countries to do the same, as China 
did again this week. 

Japan and Australia reportedly ore close to agreement on co-sponsoring a 
resolution in the U.N. General Assembly that would ban' the French and 
Chinese tests. 

Albright: iU.N. won’t lift Iraq sanctions 

UNITED NATIONS — Describing new revelations of Iraq's 
weapons program as ‘'chilling,” U.S. Ambassador Madeleine Albri^it 
declared Friday that the Security Council was still a long way from 
lifiing trade sanctions against Iraq. 

She said information disclosed to the council Friday showed Iraq 
planned to deploy a nuclear device by April 1991, and had armed mis- 
sile warheads with biological agents. ' 

- Albright spoke to reporters after a closed council briefing by Rolf 
Ekeus, the head of the UN. Special Commission on Iraq. He had just 
relumed from a fact-finding mission to Iraq and Jordan. 

Albright said the United States still has enough support within the 
Security Council to block any attempt to eliminate the punitive mea- 
sures. The United States can also veto any council action. 

Jailed Barings trader fights extradition 

FRANKFURT, Germany — Nicholas Lecson’s attorneys filed a 
160-pagc brief Friday in their attempt to prevent the extradition to 
Singapore of the young trader accused of breaking Barings Bank. 

The legal papers, filed with German authorities on (he very last day 
permissible, demanded Lceson’s immediate and unconditional release, 
said prosecutor Hans-Hcrmann Eckert. 

Lceson, 28, is chotged with forgery and fraud in Singapore, where 
he was based when his trading on Asian futures markets were blamed 
for bringing down Britain's tradition-rich Barings Bank. He was 
arrested m Gcrinany on March 2 en route to Britain, his homeland. 

A Frankfurt judge is expected to rule in September on Singapore’s 
extradition request, after which the German government will hove the 
lost word.

About 2,000 followers of the punk-rock scene descended on the northern 
German city the first weekend in August and battled police who could not 
prevent the mob from looting a supermarket, setting 38 fires and damaging 
many buildings and cars. 

Police chief Herbert Sander became the first official to quit after the riot. 
Sander said in his letter of resignation that police morale was sufiering in a 
sharp debate over responsibility for the domogc.. 

After vote, Bermuda gains new premier

Wu returns, calls charges ‘lies’ 


BEIJING (AP) — Chincse- 
American human rights activist Harry 
Wu, safely back on U.S. soil after two 
months in Chinese detention, said 
Friday that the spying case against 
him was “all Hes” and vowed to seek 
compensation from Oiina. 

Wu called the Associated Press 
bureau in Beijing from his home in 
Milpitas, Calif., to give his first 
lengthy interview since he was taken 
into custody June 19 while trying to 
enter China at a remote border cross- 
ing. 

He said he would demand compen- 
sation from tlie Chinese government 
for illegally detaining him and violat- 
ing U.S.-China agreements that say 
arrested Americans should be allowed 
visits by U.S. consular officials within 
48 hours. 

On his first day home, he wrote a 
letter to the Chinese government, 
accusmg police of swindling him of 
Sl.OOO just before putting him on the 
plane to Son Francisco. 

"Now, I’m fl^Jtiiig back," Wu said. 
He did not specify what other steps he 
would take. 

Wu, 58. had spent 19 years in 
Chinese labor, comps before emigrat- 
ing to the United States in 1985. Since 
1991, he has made repealed clandes- 
tine trips into China to gaihcr~cvidcficc ' 
of abuses in China’s extensive prison 
labor camp system. 

Chinese authorities convicted Wu 
Thursday of stealing state secrets and 
scntcnci^ him to IS years in jail. But 
in an apparent bid to pull U.S.- 
Chincse relations out of their deep 
slump, officials released him hours 
later and put him on a plane out of the 
country. 

"I knew they had only two ways of 
dealing with me: totally destroy me or 
Id me go,” Wu said. 

He said his release "shows how 
powerful is U.S. pressure (and) the 
pressure of the whole world." 

Wu said the government case was 
built on “lies, all lies.” He said he did 
not wont to go into detail yet. 

He also dismissed os fabrication the 
official Xinhua News Agency report 
that he was given good treatment. 

Xinhua wrote; "While in custody, it 
is learned, Wu received humane treat- 
ment. ... Wu received timely medical 
treatment for his leg ailments ond was 
deeply moved by this.”

In fact, Wu said, police did not give 
him medicine brought by U.S. con- 
sular officials until just before he left 
the country. His requests for a canc or 
a wheelchair were refused, and he was 
denied even aspirin during the trial. 

"You saw how I was holding on jo 
the railing for support,” Wu said, 
referring to Xinhua photos showing 
him leaning on the prisoner’s enclo- 
sure. 

He said he was detained in a small 
room in a rest home for police in 
Wuhan, Hubei province, about 700 
miles south of Beijing. For his two 
visits with U.S. consular officials, 
police drove him to a detention center 
in central Wuhan. 

Three police shored the 148-squore- 


foot room with him. while dozens of 
others surrounded the building. Wu 
said he was kept under 24-hour guard, 
even when he went to Uic bathroom. 

After he complained, he was 
allowed outdoors for 20 minutes each 
morning. In the final days, police 
added a 10-minulc session in the after- 
noon.’" , 

But Wu said the final indignity was 
when police demanded he give them . 
$1,000. They said they feared he 
would miss the Tliursday night fli^t 
from Shanghai to San Francisco on 
Air China and would have to buy a 
ticket on a non-Chinese airline. 

Wu said he gave them a sheaf of 
blank travelers checks. But when they 
got to the Shanghai airport, the Aii; 


China plane was waiting. 

"Before boarding the plane, the 
Chinese official returned to me only 
my American passport and the board- 
ing pass. 1 asked, ’Where is ... my 
SI, 0007’ Nobody responded, the air- 
plane door promptly dosed behind me 
and then took off for Snn Francisco,” 
Wu complained in the letter he 
addressed to the Chinese government. 

He said lie faxed it to thc^U.S. 
Embassy in Beijing, asking them to 
pas.s it on. 

He chuckled, remembering that Uic 
police were baffled by his travelers 
checks, and let loose with a favorite 
Chinese curse. 

‘Those turtle eggs, they liad no idea 
.how travelers checks' work,” he said. 


Vatican makes stand on women’s rights 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — For months, the 
Vatican has comjMigned os a champion of women’s 
rights — a woman’s right to be a moilier being the 
most important in Uic Vatican’s view. 

Thou^ ideological differences persist, Pope John 
Paul II has sought common ground with women's 
rights octivists as the U.N. World Conference on 
- „Womcn.approaches..He has. issued on apology for- 
past discrimination by the Roman Catholic Church 
in a letter addressed to women oreund Uie world. 

And he made the unprecedented choice of a 
woman — a conservative American legal scholar — - 
to head Uic Vatican’s delegation to the Sept. 4-15 
forum in Beijing. 

In short, the VaUcan appears eager to play a less 
antagonistic role at the U.N. women’s conference 
than it did a year ago at Uie U.N. population confer- 
ence, where it engaged in a bruising battle with Uic 
West over abortion. 

But the Vatican sliows no sign of bucking down 
from its agenda, leaving plenty of room for clashes. 

It denounces what it edied attempts by some dele- 
gations to impose a "Western model" of feminist 
concerns on the rest of the world. And it criticized a 
document prepared for Uic conference ns “idcologi- 
' colly unbalanced” for placing greater emphasis on- 
issues such os contraception and homosexual rights 
than on moUierhood and Uic family. 

"Statistics show on Uic average that nine women 


out of ten get married and five out of six liavc chil- 
dren. This fhet cannot be ignored by Uic Beijing doc- 
ument,” papal spokesman Joaquin Navarro said in 
setting out the Vatican’s position; 

The Holy See also challenged the credentials of 
several advocacy groups, including Catholics for 
Free Choice, but Uiey were later admitted to Uie con- 
■ ferenco, which will draw Uiousonds of women from 
around the world. 

At the population conference in Cairo last 
September, Uic VaUcan, which has observer staius at 
the United Nations, infuriated some delegations wiUi 
its battle to kcq> more liberal abortion language out 
of a 20-year plan to curb population growth. 

It found itself on Uie defensive, allying itself wiUi 
extremist governments ofLibya and Iran. ' 

This time, Navarro, a member of Uie Vatican dclc- 
gaUon, is ruling out any such “holy alliances." He 
says too many “substantial differences" separate 
Christians and Muslims on some women's issues. 

Tlic Vatican has also changed its diplomatic look 
for Beijing. 

Mary Ann Glcndon, a Harvard University profes- 
sor and member of the PonUfical Academy of Social 
Sciences, will be the first woman to lead a Vatican 
delegation at a major international mccUng. 

Criticized by some Catholics os an all-malc 
bastion thot bars women from the priesthood, 
the Vatican this time named 14 women to its 


22-triembcr delegation. 

Ms. Glcndon is clearly in tunc with the pope's 
thinking, describing herself as on “economic liberal 
and a social conservative." She is a leading voice in 
Uie anti-abortion movement and a defender of family 
interests. 

Madeleine K. Albright, the Clinton administra- 
Uon’s ambassador to Uic United NaUons, will head 
the U.S. delegation, which will also include a 
Roman Catholic nun. She is Sister Dorothy Ann 
Kelly, president of Uic College of New Rochelle in 
New York. 

At the conference, the Vatican intends to suck 
strong language condemning all form.s of violence 
against women, including forced sicrilizution, the 
required use of contraceptives and policies that 
encourage abocUon. 

Attempts to promote .nbortion, access to contra- 
ceptives by minors and efforts to bolster rights of 
homosexuals at the expense of families will also 
meet opposition by the Church, officials say. 

"Surprisingly, little space has been given to the 
theme of the family and motherhood," the Vatican 
said in summing up its position. 

It criticized “a negative attitude toward the family, 
a critical support for abortion and an angry anthro- 
pology in which feminine problems arc linked solely 
to sexuality and contraception" by some during the 
prcparatoiy sessions. 


U.N. peacekeepers fight, withdraw 11 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Hcrzcgpv-;inn 
(AP) — Nearly 100 peacekeepers left 
the last U.N. "safe area” in eastern 
Bosnia Fridoy after fighting’ off an 
attack by government soldiers who 
wanted to seize their weapons to 
defend the town. 

British peacekeepers in Gorazde 
killed two Bosnian soldiers wiUiout 
sustaining casualties themselves, the 
United Nations said. About 30 
Bosnians participated in the attack. 

The Bosnian army’s press office in 
Gorazde issued a statement late 
Friday claiming that regular forces 
were not involved. It said an investi- 
gation was continuing. 

Local Bosnian defenders object to 
U.N. plans to pull peacekeepers from 
the government enclave 30'miles 
Southeast of Sarajevo. The United 
.Nations says Gorazde can be best 
defended from the air. It also wants to 
redeploy its forces to moke Uicm less 
. vulnerable to Serb hostage-taking. 


But the Muslim-led government in 
Sarajevo fears the peacekeepers’ 
departure could raise the risk of an 
attack by rebel Bosnian Serbs, who 
last month overran the eastern U.N. 
"safe areas" ofZcpa and Srebrenica. 

Bosnian army officials have 
claimed they can defend the area, but 
they arc .surrounded by bcticr-armcd 
Scit forces. 

Hours after Friday’s attack, the 
government granted permission for 
three British convoys to leave. More 
tlion 80 British soldiers and six mem- 
bera of a Norwegian medical team 
departed. for Belgrade, Yugoslavia, 
said' U;N. 'spokeswoman Moj. 
Myriam Sochacki. 

Some 58 Ukrainian peacekeepers 
pulled out of Gorazde on Wednesday. 
Their commanding officer and an 
aide remained behind because of a 
‘‘contractual problem” with local 
authorities, Sochacki said. 

A U.N. official, speaking on condi- 


tion of anonymity, said government 
troops were demanding $13,000 for 
rent and environmental damage the 
Ukrainians allegedly caused. The 
Ukrainians said they would not pay. 

Money also was reportedly an issue 
in granting permission for British and 
Norwegian peacekeepers to leave, the 
U.N. official had said Thursday. The 
United Nations refused to say 
whether any money was paid. 

The departures left behind 87 U.N. 
personnel — 77 British peacekeepers, 
four Norwegians, two Ukrainians and 
four military observers. Officials said 
about a dozen unarmed military 
observers will be in place in Gorazde 
before the last peacekeepers leave by 
next Thursday. 

Lt. Col. Chris Vernon, a U.N. 
spokesman, told reporters that 
Gorazde would be defended from 
attack by “extensive use of NATO air 
powcr” that would dwarf previous 
limited airsuikes.

Maximum punishment for juveniles is 
1 20 days in custody or commitment to the 
Idaho Department of Health and Welfare, 
which decides what to do with the chil^ 
possibly until they arc 21 years old. 

Maximum punishment in adult court 
for the crimes is 75 years. But the judge 
still could send Strunk to juvenile court 
for sentencing, Bevan said. Strunk 
remained in Twin Falls County Jail 
Friday on S5,000 bond.

Man gets 
_30years 
for beating

TWIN FALLS - An cx-Morinc who 
bludgeoned an elderly woman into a 
coma with a lead pipe while burglarizing 
her home lost year will spend at least the 
next 14 years in prison. 

Steve Montoya Jr. should be held 
morally responsible for attocking 91- 
ycar-old Alice Adams, but he was also 
“totally unable to control himself, olmost 
like a wild animal," because of his addic- 
tion to the drug methamphctaminc, or 
“crank,” said 5th District Judge Daniel 
Mcehl during sentencing Friday. 

But Montoya Jr., 28, of Twin Falls, 
tcstiricd he had not consumed large 
amounts of crank and alcohol when he 
climbed through Adams’ bedroom win- 
dow the night of Sept. 3. 

Mcchl ordered him to 30 years in 
prison with the possibility of parole when 
he is 42. He receives credit for nearly one 
year he spent in jail awaiting sentencing. 

The soft-spoken Montoya Jr. opolo- 
gized to a visibly unrcceptive audience of 
Adams’ family members. He said he 
accepts full responsibility for the crime. 

But Montoya Jr. veteran also moin- 
tained that, armed with the lead pipe that 
had propped up her window, he swung; 
blindly - and only once - when Adams 
brushed his arm in (he dark bedroom and 
startled him. 

Medical reports said Adams was struck 
numerous times, dislodging her brain

Rupert man 
says he shook 
his daughter

BURLEY - A Rupert man pleaded guilty 
Friday to charges that he shook his infant 
daughter so hard she was hospitalized Tor 
head iryuries. 

. Aaron Whitaker, 20, pleaded guilty to a 
charge of felony injury to a child in 5th 
District Court in Cassia County. Tlie charge 
stems from the November 1994 hospitaliza- 
tion of his daughter Sierra Rhea Whitaker, 
then 7 months old. 

She was admitted to the intensivc.carc._ 
unit at St. Luke’s Regional Medical Center 
in Boise for internal head injuries. 

Whitaker faces a 10-year prison sen- 
tence, which will be handed down in 
OctobCT. ^ 

He also pleaded guilty to a misdemeanor 
charge of injury to a child. He admitted giv- 
ing Sierra an overdose of cough syrup on 
July 5, 1994, when she was 3 months old. 

According to an affidavit in support of 
the charges against Whitaker, Sierra was 
hospitalized when she experienced seizures 
and hod stopped breathing. 

Minidoka County Prosecutor Gara 
Newman said she lowered the overdose 
charge to a misdemeanor in a pica agree- 
ment, so she could convict Whitaker and 
avoid a costly trial. 

In a previous court hearing, 5th District 
Judge George Gnmata Jr. denied a request 
by Whitaker and his attorney, Minidoka 
County Public Defender Kent Jensen, to bar 
from trial a confession Whitaker hod made . 
to Boise police that he shook his daughter. 

Sierra’s vision, which doctor’s initially 
feared could be lost, is returning and she is 
starting to catch up to where she should be 
dcvclopmcntally, Newman said.

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Idaho Housing Agency reaches 
out to a wide range of incomes 


BOISE (AP) — Many Idahoj^si- 
dcnts probably would be. sur^sed 
that they tjualify for a- government-' 
subsidized home loanJ *• ' 

A 25-year-old program to help 
struggling Idaho families buy their 
fiist homes is now open to as many 
as half of the households in Ado 
County under federal guidelines. 

In'mahy states, housing agencies 
create more restrictive limits to 
ensure the money goes to people 
who really need it. 

But the Idaho Housing Agency is 
more ambitious', setting its sights on 
as many households as it can so 
long os they meet the federal guide- 
lines in Ada County, $41,000 
annual income for 'an individual, 
548,000 for a family. 

So, the program is being used by 
some who would otherwise turn to 
private lenders. By using. IHA 
loans, they have been able to shave 
up to $1,000 a year off their pay- 
ments or use the savings for a larger 
• home. 

But taxpayers arc footing the bill. 

Underwriting states’ government- 
subsidized housing loans will cost 
the U.S. Tr^sury about $1 billion 
during the next five years. It is one 
of the most popular programs in 
Congress, even when Republican 
lawmakers arc looking to balance 
the federal budget. 

IHA officials reply the bulk- of 
their customers would not qualify 


for any home loans without the state 
program. None of their loans in Ada 
County exceed $102,000, far below 
the $122,300 average price. . 

The agency says it practices a 
long-held policy of promoting home 
ownership. It notes the government 
provides breaks in other ways, too, 
allowing all homeowners — indud-^ 
ing IHA" loah'rccipidntS deduty. 

mortgage interest costs from income 
taxes. 

IHA loans last year accounted for 
about 6 percent of the 5,216 sales 
reported by, the Ada County 
Association of Realtors. Most of the 
IHA loans were' in the $70,000 to 
$90,000 range. 

Each year, IHA ahd agencies in 
47 other states sell about $10.2 bil- 
lion worth of tax-exempt tnortgage 
revenue bonds. Investors accept a. 
lower interest payment because they 
don’t pay ta;t on the income. That 
allows the housing agencies to pass 
on the savings to mortgage holdcis. 

IHA’s reliance on income from 
loans and investments gives the 
agency an incentive to sell os-many 
bonds as the market will allow, said 
Christopher Walker of the Urban 
Institute, o Washington, D.C., think 
tank. 

An analysis of Ada County 
income by Boise State University 
showed 48.2 percent of the house- 
holds would qualify for IHA assis- 
tance, based on the 1990 Census.' 


IHA has a large pool of potential 
customers because state incomes lag 
about 20 percent behind national 
averages while the growth rate is 
more than double the national 
norms.' 

And the agency mokes no effort 
to restrict the volume of its loans. 
.J[^?:^ar, sold ab out SI 50 mil- 
4 v,lioh wdrft ortax-cxe'rapt bonds to 
finance 2,200 new and existing 
mortgages in Idaho. 

That record makes the agency 
among the most aggressive in the 
business. 

IHA issued S489.4 million worth 
of debt in 1991-1994, compared to 
$58 1. 7 million fh Washington, q 
slate with four times Idaho's popu- 
lation. 

IHA Executive Director Rod 
Beck said the agency is merely lul- 
■ filling the mission legislators envi- 
sion^ when it started in 1972. 

“We’re meeting the demand that 
is there,” Beck sa^ ’.’I-think it ben- 
efits the citizens of Idaho, it benefits 
Idaho’s economy to bring those-, 
mortgage dollars into the sta'te 
because most of our bonds qrc sold 
out of state.” 

IHA said its 1994 loons generated 
$55.9 million in state income taxes, 
$1.9 million in stiles taxes and 
$349,000 in property taxes. It also 
claims to have created 2,255 jobs.

Duo find misfortune in mine 


Floods force change in course of Boise River 


BOISE (AP) — In a stunning dis- 
play of geologic force, flash floods 
pushed enough mud and timber to 
change (he course of the Boise River. 

Loggers in the path of the deluge 
Tuesday night were able to escape 
while their campers were carried 
away. 

The flooding, which Boisc’National 
Forest ofTicials said was caused when 
brief, intense thunderstorms dumped 
rain onto land scorched by lost sum- 
mer’s Rabbit Gulch Fire, caused the 
North Fork to shift 100 yards to the 
west. 

It also created a dam that formed a 


pool of water across Forest Service 
Road 327, blocking access to prime 
recreational areas. 

Excellent trout fishing in the river 
could be damaged for years by the 
enormous load of sediment 

The flooding also washed away a 
logging comp. The seven residents, 
relaxing after work, escaped injury. 

The loggers were In their trailers 
about 8:40 p.m., when they heard 
the noise' of the approaching flood, 
“like a roll of thunder that wouldn't 
quit,’’ said Craig Hcavrin, an equip- 
ment operator for Carlock Logging 
ofOIa. 


They gathered some belongings and 
drove their vehicles out of the way. 
Then millions of gallons of slurried 
mud roared out of Trapper Creek and 
demolished their comp. 

“It’s lucky it was early enough that 
they were all up,” saw boss Charles 
Wallace said. “If it had been later in 
the night ....” 

Forest Service officials estimated 
150,000 cubic yards of material 
gushed down the mountain in less 
than an hour, or 15,000 dump truck 
loads. 

The road will remain dosed for at 
least a month, probably longer.

GRANTS PASS, Ore. (AP) — 
David Harp was a fellow down on 
his luck hoping to strike it rich dig- 
ging for gold in hills that have been 
mined since the Oregon gold rush 
of the 1850s. 

But he and his partner |)aid for 
their lack of experience with their 
lives. 

Harp, 35, of Merlin, and his part- 
ner, Michael Mayall, 38, of Grants 
Pass, died Thursday afternoon, 
apparently overcome by corbon 
monoxide from a generator they 
took down the abandoned shaft of 
the old Tiptop Mine, located in the 
Siskiyou Mountains eight miles 
southeast of Cave Junction. 

“He’s one of those kids who had 
a rough life growing up," said 
Harp’s brother. Darrel. “He never 
really had much going for him. He 
just scratched at a living.

BLACKFOOT (AP) — A grow- 
ing number of drug arrests has put 
additional pressure on the state 
Bureau of Forensic Services labo- 
ratory in Pocatello, resulting in 
some cases being dismissed and 
filed again. 

Manager Don Wyckoff said his 
lab handles cases for one-third of 
the state. Two analysts do most of 
the daily work while a third per- 
son is assigned to toxicology 
cases for the entire state. 

“There’s been' an increase of 
about 400 percent of cases in the 
state in the last 10 years, and 
we’ve actually had a decrease in 
personnel because one of our ana- 
lysts works only on toxicology 
cases,” said Wyckoff, who has 
been at the lab for 17 years. 

The situation makes it difficult 
for analysts to meet 10-day pre- 
liminary hearing deadlines. 

Just last week charges against 
four men accused of drug posses- 
sion and sales were dismissed 
when results from the crime , lab 
were not back in time for the 
deadline. .. 

Prosecutors planned to file 


those charges again. 

The lab typically evaluates 150 
cases a month, including evidence 
from suspected arson, rapes and ' 
murders in addition to drug 
crimes. 

WyckofT typically gets five rush 
requests each day from prosecu- 
tors. The requests are difficult to 
honor because the personnel have 
to testify in court and undergo 
continuous training in addition to 
doing lab work. 

“I know what' they’re up 
against," Wyckoff said. “But 
sometimes' it’s impossible to get 
the. evidence back in time to bind 
someone over. Meonwbilc, while 
we’re doing a rush on drug evi- 
dence, evidence from more seri- 
ous crimes is stuck in the refriger- 
ator degrading.” 

Still, he does not expect any 
additional funding to hire more 
personnel. 

“There’s been a mandate by the 
population to cut back on govern- 
ment, and it’s something people 
are.going to'have to decide if they 
want protection in this regard,” 
Wyckoff said. ^

BURLEY - Federal and county agencies 
arc paving the way for cosier occcss to the 
Pomcrcllc Ski Area and other favorite recre- 
ational spots in the Albion Mountains. 

Howell Canyon Road, from Highway 77 
casrof Albion To'thc'flre iookom tower on top 
of Mt. Harrison, is scheduled to be paved next 
year, improving the route to popular spots in 
the mountain range. 

The steep, two-lane gravel road provides 
access to Pomcrellc, Bennett Springs, 


Thompson Flat Campgrounds and Lake 
Cleveland. The Howell Canyon Rood is locat- 
ed on the Burley Ranger Disirret of the 
Sawtooth National Forest. 

Travelers often complain about the rough, 
washboard ride on the road caused by ero- 
sion, Burley District Ranger Don “Pete” 
Peterson said. 

“Besides improving the' experience for visi- 
tors, maintenance needs for a paved road arc 
a lot less thah a gravel surface," Peterson 
said. “We also expect to reduce sedimentation 
from tlie road into nearby Howell Creek." 

The project will be put out to bid by the 


Federal Highway Administration this fall. 
More than S3.7 million has been scheduled 
for the 1 1.2 mile project. Funding for the 
paving comes from the Federal Lands 
Highway Program. 

Improved access to recreational spots will 
translate into increased traffic, Peterson said. 
But current tralTic volumes and year-round 
use of the existing road'demonsiruie~tIic~nccd 
for upgrading Howell Canyon Road to a 
paved surface, Peterson added. 

The Forest Service has already invested 
$150,000 this year to expand the campground

FBI says it will ignore

Judge: Sex-predator law unlawful 


SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — If 
FBI and other federal agents want 
to follow a case into Okanogan 
County, they’ll have to get the 
sheriffs written permission first, 
according to a new county resolu- 
tion. 

However, the head of the FBI’s 
Eastern Washington region said 
his agents will ignore the order 
and continue business as usual. 

“What they’re asking is uncon- 
stitutional. How would we ever 
investigate public corruption?” - 
JcIT John, FBI supervisory special 
agent for Eastern Washington, 
said Friday. 

The resolution, passed unani- 
mously Aug. 14 by Okanogan 
County’s three commissioners, 
also grants the sheriff flnol juris- 
diction over any federal law 
enforcement activity. 

“We don’t want another north- 
ern Idaho or Waco or even anoth- 
er smaller scale thing going on 
here," Commissioner Ed Thiele 
said in a phone interview from 
Okanogan on Friday.

Tlic civil commitment law is the 
linchpin of u broad legislative mea- 
sure intended to get sex offenders 
off the streets. It pemiiLs a civil jury 
to indefinitely commit violent sex 
offenders who have already served 
their sentences. The convict is 
deemed likely to rc-offcnd based on 
prior record and whether a psycho- 
logical profile shows a "mental 
abnormality" or “personality disor-

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Plan would align college courses, schedules 


MOSCOW (AP) — Faculty leaders have plen- 
ty ofjiucstions about a state Board of Education 
proposal to align Idaho's public universities and 
colleges on lower-level courses, calendars and 
even core classes. 

A committee of academic vice presidents 
helped write thc.plan to simplify student trans- 
fers between the schools. It has administration 
support but is getting a lukewarm reception from 
faculty officers. 

The board could lake action on it Sept. 21 in 
Pocatello. The regents set the plan in motion in. 
June by requesting a panel for a working blue- 
print and timeline. 

"What this really talks about is the four-year 
^institutions and the two-year institutions would 
have a general core that basically looks the 


same,” said Robin Dodson, the state board's 
chief academic officer. 

The plan would create common course listings 
for all 100 and 200-Ievel subjects. Currently, stu- 
dents at the College of Southern Idaho in Turin 
Falls might take Psychology 100 and would not 
be guaranteed credit if they transferred to Idaho, 
since the content or difficulty of the classes may 
differ. 

Supporters say students paying for an educa- 
tion should be able to move within the state easi- 
ly. Instructors have some qualms, though. 

“1 have met with some of the other' faculty 
council chairs and all of us have some concerns 
as to how we are to be assured that the same 
course content is being taught," said Larry 
Brancn, Faculty Council chairman at Idaho. 


"And even if faculty could be assured similar 
course instruction, some may not want to teach - 
classes in a manner consistent with the other 
state institutions.” 

Dodson said faculty would be brought into 
discussions early oh. 

Along with a common listing of lower-level 
courses ond a common calendar, the plan calls 
for a better link between vocational and academ- 
ic classes. ' 

For example, a student studying auto mechan- 
ics who takes a math course should be able to 
transfer that toward an engineering degree, 
Dodson said. ' 

High school students could also be assured of 
gaining credits for college courses before gradu- 
ating.

But if any doubt remains as to 
how quickly a confrontation con 
blow up, ask the people who live 
around Ruby Ridge, just south of 
Bonners Fcny. For them, the blood- 
stains won't disappear. 

This week marks the third 
anniversary of the August day when 
three heavily armed O.S. marshals, 
after a lO-day siege, got into a gun 
battle with Weaver, his family and a 
friend. 

The camouflaged federal officers 
had the cabin under surveillance and 
were preparing to arrest Weaver-on 
weapons charges when slipoting 
broke out. Deputy Marshal William 
Dcgan was killed; so was Weaver's 
14-year-old son, Samuel. 

The next day, Aug. 22, the fight 
resumed. While Weaver and his 
friend, Kevin Harris, were retreating 
toward the cabin, an FBI sharpshoot- 
er fired. A shot pierced the front 
door and fatally wounded Weaver’s 
wife, Vicki, who was standing with 
her 10-month-old baby in her arms. 

Just. last week, the U.S. Justice 
Department agreed to pay S3. 1 mil- 
lion to Weaver and three surviving 
children for the loss of their family 
members. Meanwhile, FBI Director 
Louis Freeh has suspended five top- 
ranking ofiicials and the agent^ con- 
tinues an internal investigation of 
whether agents covered up improper 
orders to shoot on sight 

On a local level, Boundaiy County 
Prosecutor Randall Day is consider- 
ing whether to pursue murder 
charges against federal agents. 

Day realizes that in a community 
of splintered opinion, he will create 
hard feelings no matter what be 
does. “I'm damned if 1 do and 
damned if I don't,” he said. 

Across the street from Day’s 
office in Bonners Ferry, old friends 
Don Hamilton and Vem Mace were 
swapping stories in a booth at the 
Panhandle Restaurant 

They gave the walocss a good rib-_ 
bing for spilling a pie. They joked' 
about the OJ. Simpson trial, shaking 
their heads at what a shorn it is. 

Then as the conversation turned to 
the federal government, they really 
got rewed up. "People don’t trust 
the government at all,” Hamilton 
offered, especially Congress. 
“Anybody- with-any sense at oil can 
' see what’s going on. No matter how 
good the peoplc.ore when they get to 
Washington, they’re not good for 
very long. They're just taking care of 
themselves." 

But get one thing clear, both 
insisted: They don’t condone violent 
revolt. The feds moy have made mis- 
takes ol Ruby Ridge. But all Weaver 
had to do was put down his gun and 
come out with his bands up. 
“Probably his worst crime was hid- 
ing behind his wife and kids,” 
Hamilton said. 

With all that said, however, they 
understand the reason behind the 
deep disenchantment with the gov- 
ernment in this part of America. 

Listen long enough, and their 
complaints don’t sound much differ- 
ent from griping in Michigan, 
Missouri or any other* place in 
America. But here it seems to take 
on a hiuxler edge. 

They don’t have much use for 
lowycrs or bureaucrats. They’re' 
ticked off about welfare and are 
absolutely certain that Social 
Security is being ripped off. 

But os much as anything, the peo- 
ple of Boundaiy County are mad at 
the U.S. Forest Service, the local 
face of the U.S. government. 

The agency, they complain, has 
clos^ off the forests. People who’vc 
lived in this timber county' for gcn-‘ 
orations arc no longer allowed to 
hunt, fish or cut timber as freely os 
they would like. 

Logging used to be a good 
provider in the community. There 
weren’t many jobs that paid os well. 
Now, the Forest Service has bought 
up the land and crcc^'gatcs to keep 
people from trespassing. 

“It's just bureaucrats inflicting 
their power on -the people of this 
county,” Small, said “People want to 
be able to go past those gates.” 

Over in Montana, he contended, 
angry locals tear down gates os 
quicldy as the govaument puts them 
up. “They’re more rebellious," he 
said. “I love 'em. They’ve got some 
guts.’^ - 

No doubt, some of this goyem- . 

ment ontipothy is a Icgocy of the old ^ 


frontier, maybe as much a part of the 
blood os an ancestor’s genes. 

The wilderness of dc Northwest 
was not a place for the faint of spirit 
It was a hard land of boom camps 
and mining outposts that demanded 
toughness and a dash of adventure in 
the belly. 

Bonners Ferry was a logging 
town, prospering or sagging with the 
whine of the mill saws. In town’s 
heyday, a seemingly endless supply 
of logs floated down from Canada, 
snaking toward town In great rolling 
decks along the Kootenai River. 

Even today, hints of the Wild 
West still creep into society. On a 
recent morning in downtown 
Bonners Ferry, a worker was unload- 
ing a truck with a loaded gun tucked 
in the back of his jeans. 

And to this day, state law in Idaho 
requires every male between the 
ages of 18 and 45 to be enlisted in 
the state militia. 

Day, the prosecutor, chuckles at 
the antiquated law. It must be the 
most widely ignored statute on the 
books, he said, and yet some people 
look at it and see something sinister 
at work: perhaps that the state Is fail- 
ing to live up to a mandate to protect 
its citizens with a well-armed militia. 

“These people have a tendency to 
take their cause and turn it into a jus- 
tification to take the law into their 
own bonds, " Day says. Reactionaries 
“unfortunately tend to paint all of us 
as a bunch of rogues or rednecks out 
here. That’s not the cose. 

‘To say (hat we ore a people of on 
independent spirit is accurate. But to 
say that we are all rogues or red- 
necks who want to wrestle the lond 
away from the federal government is 
just sensationalizing everything." 

Still, over the years, extremist fer- 
vor has ebbed and flowed. The 
1970s saw the rise of the Posse 
Comitatus, a militant, anti-Semitic 
group that believes the local sheriff 
is the only legal authority. 

The county-control movement 
..remains, a-strong.. tenet .among., 
antigovemment organizations. They 
espouse an assortment of beliefs that 
tend to include a hatred for taxes, 
gun control and environmental laws 
' — os well as the darker conspiracy 
theories about a one-world govern- 
ment and other evils. 

“The extremist groups have the 
ability to hit everybody's hot but- 
ton,” said Buzz Amdt, who helped 
form the Human Rights Task Force 
in Bonner County to monitor organi- 
zations such as the Aryan Nation. 

“They complain about the things 
(hat hit home with people who aren't 
as extreme in their views, things 
such as high taxes. Who the hell 
likes taxes? That onlitox, antigovem- 
ment rhetoric ends up attracting 
folks who don’t like taxes either, 
wouldn’t hurt a fly.” 

It’s not the mild-mannered follow- 
ers who concern Amdt. He worries 
that, with the latest developments in 
the Weaver case, someone may see a 
license to act out violently for a 
cause. 

He hears the rumble of threats all 
the time, simply by checking the 
recording machine for a 24-hour hot 
line installed by the Human Rights 
Task Force to give people on outlet 
to report threatening incidents. More 
oflen than^npt, the calls come from 
those vyho are posing the threat. 

“Lay off the militia,” they warn. 
“Lay off the Aryans.” 

To Amdt and others, the pockets 
of ill will in the region may well 
^comc inflamed if die Ruby Ridge 
investigations appear to be a white- 
wash. 

Cindy Linke, a friend of the 
. Wcover family, will be one of those 
watching and waiting to sec what 
happens. 

“Money is never going to replace . 
whot they lost,” she said of the sur- 
viving Weaver children and Randy. 
“The ogents know they did wrong. I 
just hope there’ll be justice done.” 


President reassigned 
after resume checked

president alter questions were raised 
about the legitimacy of the doctor- 
ate of the first person hired os presi- 
dent. 

The school said Thursday Ted 
Carpenter was reassigned to other 
administrative duties while the 
board looks for a new president. 
The new president will have a doc- 
torate from an accredited uniYF^ity. 
board chairman Tom Setter said. 

"None of us want anything else,” 
he said. “I did not do a proper 
search and we wilt do that." 

Carpenter was appointed presi- 
dent of the new four-year, private 
college in August afler telling the 
board he earned a dociorate in envi- 
ronmental administration from 
University of Bericley. 

Board members said they weren’t 
aware that was on tmaccredited, cor- 
respondence college that Michigan 
higher education officials called “a 


diploma mill.” Some thought he 
meant University of California at 
Bericeley. 

Carpenter said Friday he under- 
stood the action to be only a title 
change. But Setter said once the 
board finds a president, that person 
will be running the college. 

As director of administration, 
Carpenter will be responsible for 
setting up faculty and curriculum 
and coordinating the activities of 
the school. He was hired ot SS0,000 
per year os piesidenl. Setter said the 
board hasn’t decided his new pay. 

Board mcihbers decided against 
firing Carpenter, Setter said, since 
his family has moved to Idaho Falls 
and he purchased a house. “There's 
a lot of compassion on the board,” 
he said. 

“My feeling was they recognize 
and appreciate what I’m doing,” 
Carpenter said. “I’m hired for my 
work, riot for my ethnicity, or my 
degrees, or my education, but for 
my work.”

Painful arthritis can’t 
take Kulm off court

form of arthritis.

JEROME - Shelly Kulm woke up one morning 
' four years ago and couldn’t walk. 

“1 was rcoUy freaked out,” Shelly said. 

Now with the knowledge that the problem is 
Ankylosing Spondilitis, a painful form .of arthritis 
that can be controlled witli medicine, the 16-ycar- 
old competes in volleyball, basketball and sofiball 
for Jerome High School. 

“At first it wos pretty devastating. Wc didn’t 
know what it wos,” said Racdcnc Kulm, Shelly's 
mom. “But it’s not rheumatoid orthritis.” 

The best way to combot the disease is exercise, 
and for Shelly that's easy. 

“I remember her coming home in second 
grade,” Shelly's mom said. “She told me she was 
sick of playing house and wanted to go play soc- 
cer with the boys.” ' 

Since then. Shelly has participated in every 
sport she can.- 

The 5-foot, lO-inch junior has started on the 
varsity volleyball and basketball teams since her 
sophomore year. As a freshman she was moved 
up to vorsity in basketball and has started on the 
sofiball team every year since ninth grade. 

Last year Shelly was named to the first team 
South Central Idaho Conference basketball league 
and was selected to represent the Southern Idaho 
Basketball Congress Intcraational team this sum- 
mer. 

“She adds another dimension to the offense," 
volleyball coach Brent Clark said of his outside 
hitter. “If she's not in the lineup we’ll be missing 
something." 

But Shelley has no plans to miss onything. 

"1 don’t let it affect anything I do." she said. "I 
don't lliink about it at all. In the game I don’t no- 
tice it all - except when I come off the bunch.” 

Before every practice Shelly takes two Tylenol 
olong with her medication.

And the only time she’s ever struggled was 
during the first four months aficr she knew .some- 
thing was wrong. 

“It took four months to find out what it was,” 
Shelly said. 

During that time she was not active becau.se the 
doctors thought high-impact activity would cause 
further damage to her hips. 

“Tljcy said 1 would have to have hip surgery by 
18,’’ she said. 

But they were wrong. Dr. Donald Pica identi- 
fied the problem as arthritis, and Shelly hasn’t 
stopped moving since. 

The pain and stiffness arc at their worst when 
she wakes up in the morning and during humid 
weather.. Aspirin and some other pain medications 
cannot be taken with the prescription medication, 
so Shelly relies on Tylenol and stretching to con- 
trol the discomfort. 

Her friends and teammates say they don't no- 
tice her pain. 

“She’s really determined," said Janac German. 
“She doesn’t let it Interfere with her playing. I 
couldn’t tell if 1 didn’t know. Tlic coaches will 
tell her to take it ca.sy but she goes as hard ns she 
can.” ^ 

Shelly would prefer if people didn’t know. 

"All my friends always worry. 1 ju-st tell them it 
went away, so they won’t a.sk,” she soid. 

And most of the time Shelly finds humor in her 
pain. 

“My friends tease me because 1 can forecast the 
rain," she said.

, ’Tvo decided it’s OK to cry once in a 
while," she told me not too long ago,” as 
long as you 'don’t cry so mueh that you 
forget how to laugh." 

When our mother died 12 years ago, I 
had a hard time accepting life’s harshest 
reality. 

I was still pretty tearful when the fami- 
ly gathered at a church for lunch soon 
after Mom’s funeral. Jean could sec that 
1 was struggling, and she come to me and 
put her arms around me. We stood' IHcrc ' 
together, crying and consolirig each other 
for several minutes. Then she looked up 
nt me. 

"Did you get something to cat?” she 
asked, her voice still edged with emo- 
tion. 

■ "No," 1 sold. ‘Tm not hungry." 

“You need to eat. The roost beef is 
good - not os good as Mom’s, but ..." 

“Nothing could be as good as Mom’s 

• roast beef,” I soid, my eyes ^ginning to 
fill with tears ogoin. “ItTm ... perfect ... 
every ... time.” 

“Oh, I don’t know about that,” Jean 
said, the trace of a smile playing at the 
corners of her mout^t. “You weren’t 
around in Denver the lime Mom nearly 
burned the house down while cooking a 
roast.” 

She retold the story with rclisli, gather- 
ing our brothers and sisters to help fill in 
the details. Thot story led to another. 

. Then another. Then another. 

For a couple of hours, we sat together 
and shared memories, insights and pain. 
We laughed and we cried - sometimes 
both at once. And somehow during those 
hours, the healing started, and living 
■ resurned. 

A few weeks later, our father wrote to 
. all of us, expressing how he was feeling 
in the days following Mom’s death. He 
said his situation could best be expressed 
by words from an epic poem: 

“I'm wounded,” Sir Launfalt said. 
'Tm wounded, but not slain. So Til just 
lie and bleed awhile, Then rise and right 
-again!” ' ' ■ 

That’s just whnt Dad .did. That’s what 
■we all didr And that’s what we’ll do now 
as we adjust to life without Jeon. Sure, 
we’ll "bleed Qwhiic.” Then, eventually 
' the bleeding will subside and we’ll be ' 
prepared to “rise and fight again.” After 
all,;wc haven’t forgotten how to laugh. 

• As Jeon herself would say, it’s time for 
' .us to live and to remember that in the 
•‘ever-spinning circle of life, it’s .never- 

' really over. 

Even when it’s over.

TWIN FALLS - Fiusirotions and 
inner hurls have been turned into a 
book of poems. 

Jim Schulte of Twin Falls recent- 
ly completed his first book of poet- 
ry, "My Life Has Just Started; 
Yesterdoy Was Not The End." It 
was published by Picnic Publishing 
in Kimberly. 

The book is filled with inspira- 
tional and healing poems. 

"I write best during times of frus- 
tration,” Schuttc said. 

Four years ago, after Schutte had 
gone through a divorce, he wrote 
some of his most inspirational 
poems. 

“When a person hurts like 1 hurt, 
it helps to write about it," he said "1 
think it all came from my childhood 
problems. 1 made the decision when 
I was a iittlc.boy that I was dificr- 
cnt. 1 had eczema and asthma and 
felt 1 wasn’t like other people. A 
decision like that will remain there 
until a person decides to do some- 
thing about it, and I am doing that." 

Schutte said ho^luis learned to 
pour-his feelings and the solutions 
to his hurts into his poems. 

“1 always wanted to help people, 
and the' feedback I’m getting is dri- 
ving me to write more," he said. 
“People tell me when they get 
depressed they read my book and it 
picks them right up ogain.” 

Sometimes Schutte ties his 
- poems to local events; For example, 
he spoke with excitement os he told 
about how he felt when, in 1984, 
the Olympic torch was carried into 
Twin Falls.

God does not simply wont us to be 
good outwardly. Instead, he wonts us 
to desire to do what he says. This does 
not mean that, through continued spir- 
itual growth Imown os entire sanctifi- 
cation in the Holy Spirit, one can no 
longer sin or be tempted. Rather, it 
means that God provides the resources 
not to sin (1 Thessalonions 5:23, 24). 


' For John Wesley, holiness is not 
judged by objective moral standards, 
but a holiness in terms of on unbroken 
fellowship with Christ. Nor does .this 
produce a “holier-than-thou" attitude. 
The spirit-filled Christian knows that 
apart from Christ, we can do nothing 
(John 15:5). 

Such humility was expressed by one 
of our own Church of the Nazarene 
theologians. AUcr 20 years' of work on ‘ 
his three-volume “Christian 
Theology,” H. Orton Wiley said, “I 
was constantly discovering new truth."

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — One of 
the first things Bishop Herbert 
Chilstrom did ofier being elected the 
founding spiritual Icodcr of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
America was to write himself a note: 
“Lord, help me to fear no one but 
you.” 

As he pirparcs to retire to the north- 
ern Minnesota country where he start- 
ed out in ministry 37 years ago, that 
note still lies beneath the inkpad on 
his desk. 

, After eight years in which he over- 
sow the birth and infoncy of the 
nation’s Tifth-largcst Protestant 
denomination, he does not second- 
guess himself about his decision not 
to seek a third term of office. 

“I have not even a smidgen of 
regret,” a relaxed Chilstrom said in on 
interview during the church’s biennial 
assembly. “1 think change is oppropri- 
ate at tus time. ... Intuitively, wc all 
have a sense now and then that there’s 
a passage time.” 

The Evangelical Lutheran Church 
in America was formed in 1987 with 
the merger of the American Lutheran 
Chumh, Lutheran Church in America 
and the Association of Evangelical 
Lutheran Churches. 

Chilstrom presided over the new 
church in a time of decline for much 
of mainline Protestantism, and one of 
the first challenges he faced was how 
to cut back staff as revenues for 
national offices fell for below expecta- 
tions. . , 

But overall church membership fell 
only slightly from 5.3 to 5.2 million 
during his tenure, and in his final 
report he listed several achievements 
of the'ficw church; 


For example, he reported the 
denomination has started 272 new 
mission congregations and doubled 
the ELCA Mission’^Invcstment Fund 
from $60 million to more than S120 
million. 

And when it came time to pick a 
successor, the church chose the Rev. 
H. George Anderson, a gentle theolo- 
gian with a reputation os a conciliator. 
Someone a lot like Herbert Chilstrom. 

In an interview, Chilstrom suid 
early fears thot the church would find 
itself divided based on members' post 
afilliations with the merging bodies 
proved largely unfounded. 

One bit of unfinished business 
was the development of a church 
social statement on sexuality. After 
years of emotional debate, the 
denomination recently decided to 
indefinitely postpone work on a pol- 
icy statement due to its inobility to . 
reach a consesus on issues such as 
the ordination of gays or the bless- 
ing of same-sex unions. 

Chilstrom said his own perspective 
has changed from thinking homosexu- 
al acts were perverted to viewing gays 
and lesbians as people who “are no 
different from us than people who are 
left-handed." 

Before he became presiding bishop, 
Chilstrom faced two terrifying tests of 
faith. A son committed suicide in 
1984; not long afterword, the bishop 
discovered he had cancer. 

. What helped him through both 
experiences, he said, was the support 
and affirmation of members of the 
church community. 

Afterwards, he wos'no longer easily 
shaken by criticism, the envy of others 
or other fears of disapproval.

Preacher builds following among rodeo riders, ranch folk

FORT WORTH, Texas — Ted K. Pressley 
had a difficult time lassoing a crowd when he 
first began preaching to the cowboys on the 
rodeo circuit in 1970. 

“The first time was at a big rodeo with 3,000 
people, and they all walked out,” said Pressley, 
56, founder and president of Cowboys For 
Christ "They flat left me. That happened fof a 
long time." 

But Pressley persevered, saying “tenacity is 
what God is looking for in people.” He kept on 
preaching despite the empty halls and arenas and 


apparent lack of interest on cvetyone’s part. The 
cowboys even began calling him “Crazy Ted.” 

Every time be preached in front of row upon 
row of empty seats during breaks in rodeos or 
horse shows, he shed a few tears and wondered 
ifne should just go back to the two Fort Worth 
churches he postered before starting Cowboys 
For Christ. 

“But, eventually, there were a few cowboys 
who'd be listening to me from behind the 
chutes,” Presslcy said. "Then it began to snow- 
ball. It almost got to be a fad." 

Now, 25 years later, the nonprofit interdenom- 
inational Cowboys For Christ works wherever

Evangelicals: 
God, science 
can coexist

SEAL BEACH. Calif. — Hugh 
Ross sees God through a telescope. 

The asironomcr-tumcd-cvangclical 
theologian said it was his astro- 
physics research that convinced him 
God exists. 

“There arc scientific fingerprints of 
God in the universe,” said Ross, who 
gave three guest sermons at Grace 
Community Church in Seal Beach 
recently. 

Ross said the Bible’s Book of 
Genesis is not just spiritual poetry, ’ 
but a literal, scientifically correct 
description of the evolutionary theory 
of how the universe was formed. He 
believes that scientific theories such 
as the "big bang theory" — >vhich 

S OSC6 that the universe had an 
asive beginning — prove that 
Cod exists. 

“If you have a beginning, then you 
have to have a beginner,” said Ross. 

While the creation vs. evolution 
battle has raged for decades, the new . 
twist is that many evangelicals, who 
in the past hove held the more flmda- 
mcntol creotionist viewpoint, are now 
embrocing on interpretation that 
includes science as well as theology. 

But some critics contend that the 
evangelicals arc merely couching old- 
time religion ia scientific terms to get 
it into classrooms unopposed. 

Historically, the creation vs. evolu- 
tion orguments have been split 
between two extremes. The “young 
Earth” viewpoint says the universe 
was created in six days, that the Earth 
is about 14,000 years old and that 
than was created in God’s image. 

. . At the other extreme ore the "old 
Earth” proponents, who believe the 
world is billions of years old, that life 
forms evolved through natural selec- 
tion and that humans descended from 
primates related to chimpanzees. 

Ross believes that both extremes 
arc faulty because "one cannot Icovc 
God out of evolutionary science, or 
science out ofthc theology." 

He says creationists who insist that 
the universe was created in six solar 
days don't realize thot the oncient 
Hebrew meaning of the word "day" 
referred not to 24 hours but to u long 
period of time. He says the Bible pro- 
motes the scientific method. He notes 
that 1 Tt^essolonlans 5:21 tells believ- 
er^ to "prove oil things." 

The most famous bottle over evolu- 
tion was the Scopes monkey trial in 
1925. Clorenco Dorrow defended a 
biology teacher chorged with violat- 
ing a Tennessee law barring the 
teaching of theories that denied 
divine creation. 

The teacher's conviction was 
reversed on a technieuliiy, and in 
1967 the state low was repealed. 
Later, fundamentalists changed tac- 
tics ond in many states were oble to 
have creationism tought alongside 
evolution. But in 1987, the U.S. 
Supreme Court struck down a 
Louisiana law that required equal 
recognition. 

Recently there has been an upsurge 
of cvongelicols promoting science.

Baptists bring faith to doorsteps 
with apartment ministry program

-• DALLAS — At the Shiloh Village 
Apartments, Charlotte Peters and her 
cre^minister to children out of o 
laundry room. 

Here, stoined-glass windows ond 
polished pews give way to rows of 
.washers and the warm smell of fabric 
softener. And for 40 children at these 
government-subsidized apartments in 
far cast Dallas, this is church. 

"I was just walking past and they 
said, 'C’mon y’oll, join us,"’ cxploined 
9-ycar-old Taryn' Spencer, who began 
participating six months ago. 

“It’s fun," she said at a recent 
Thursday prognfln as she and dozens 
of other child^ made onimol books 
to flip through while hearing the tale 
of Noah’s Ark. 

This apartment church Is run by 
Shiloh Terrace' Baptist Church, the 
iOOth church in the Boptist General 
Convention ofTcxos to establish such 
on operation. It's port of a convention 
project to bring faith to people’s 
•doorstqis. 

"People'go td church b'camse they 
feel comfortable," saidi*etcre, director 
of apartment ministries for Shiloh 
Terrace, located two blocks from 
Shiloh Village. “If they don't feel com- 
fortable, they won’t go. Sometimes you 
have to go. where the people are." 

Mission Texas, the statewide pro- 
motion stoned by the Baptist conven- 
tion in 1985, was developed under the 
premise that 90 percent of apartment 


residents don’t attend church. 

The project targets apartments of all 
kinds. But many churches concentrate 
on low-income apartments because 
they can incorporate sociol services 
into the ministry. In addition to pro- 
grams for children, the apartment 
churches may offer “need-based" 
Bible studies thot include issues rang- 
ing from divorce counseling to 
finance management to parenting. 

The goal ofthc ‘Texas 2000" phase 
of .the project is that every Texan will 
have on opportunity. — through apart- 
ment chu^hes and similar ministries 
— to hear and respond to the Gospel 
by the year 2000. 

Texos 2000_ is emphasizing apart- 
ment ministries as the church of the 
future, said Winford Oaks, director of 
the Baptist convention’s creative 
development deportment: "What 
we're trying to do now is get people to 
understand that you can be church In a 
building, you con be church in multi- 
housing, you can be church in a con- 
ference room." 

Tim Ahlcn, the Dallas Baptist 
Association’s consultant for multi- 
houring missions, said that Baptists 
began apartment church ministnes in 
the 1960s, but the concept faded. 
Then, in the mid-1980s, apartment 
churches were started again. 

Today, more than 52 Baptist 
churches in Dallas have opartment 
ministries, and Ahlen estimates that 
400 to 500 churches have started stich 
programs nodonwidc. . 


Ahlen, who provides sensitivity 
training to church members who are 
starting apartment ministries, said the 
key to a successful ministry Is offering 
something thot appeals to residents — 
whether it's finance management 
dosses or marriage counseling. 

Not all churches that have tried 
apartment ministries have been suc- 
cessful. 

The Rev. Clyde Clozcner of the 
Gambrcll Street Baptist Church in 
Fort Worth, Texas — which started 
the first pilot program for the Bapdst 
convention — has only one opartment 
church left. 

“You have to get someone who can 
develop a rapport with the manage- 
ment ond then function cfTectively 
within that milieu," Glazener said. 
"Sometimes it’s been what we dcciri 
to be management’s reluctance to get 
along thot has made it difficult (to 
maintain on apartment ministry)."

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Windfalls can be hard to handle

NEW YORK — One of the toughest fi- 
nancial challenges many people ever face 
occurs not when tlicy lose money, but when 
Uicy receive a big chunk of it. 

Events like this arc commonly known as 
windfalls, aflec the fruit that drops ofT the- 
trcc to within cjuy reach, obviating the need 
for any effort to climb up and pick it. 

Most of us imagine a windfall as just the 
sort of “problem" we’d love to contend with. 
At the very least, it makes a refreshing 
change from constantly struggling to keep 
up with the bills. 

But most windfalls don’t come from be- 
nign sources such as a winning lottery ticket 
or the discovery of oil under one’s back 
yard. 

Instead, they are most common in setting 
of great stress — a death in the family, a di- 
vorce, or the loss of a job. By their very na- 


ture, they usually don’t give their recipients 
much ch^cc to prepare for them in advance. 

Many people' who receive lump-sum pay- 
ments in such circumstances report feelings 
of great fear and anxiety, — that they have 
.been handed a hot potato which, in one way 
or another, they ore in great peril of drop- 
ping. "What if you suddtmly had S 100,000 to 
invest’? The question isn’t merely hypt^Hi- 
cal,’’ says Standard & Poor’s Corp. in its in- 
vestment advisory publication The Outlook. 

“Although you may not win the lottery, 
sale of a house or business could easily leave 
you with investment choices to make.’’ 

In an era of rapid economic change, it’s 
also a distinct possibility that you will be 
faced at some point with an eorly-retiremcnt 
buyout offer or some other severance pack- 
age from on employer. 

One troublesome idea that seems to strike 
many recipients of windfalls is that they 
must be more “sophisticated" in handling 


the new money than they hove been With 
their previous money-management deci- 
sions. 

That can lead them to make riskier invest- 
ments than they might otherwise ever have 
considered, and to seek advice from sources 
they wouldn’t customarily consult. ; 

But, at least for a cooling-off period of a 
few months afler you receive a windfall poy- 
ment, there may be nothing wrohg with 
' putting the money in a relatively soft, acces- 
sible place such os a bank certificate of de- 
posit or a money-maricet mutual fund while 
you consider your options. 

True, the return you get of, say, S percent 
to 6 percent may be less than what you 
.would hope for in some longer-term invest- 
ment. True also, the simple approach may be 
somewhat lacking in the eyes of a tax expert, 

However, it’s important to realize that 
your first, and far and away most important, 
objective in managing a windfall is preser- 


vation of the capital, hot racking up some 
impressive return on it. That^con put you at 
odds, with some professional a'dvisers. who 
may be eager to impress you or other poten- 
tial customcrs'with the results they can 
achieve. 

Over time, as you work out t strategy for 
putting the money to work, you con build a 
measure of safety into your plan by diversi- 
fying among a variety of mutual funds or di- 
rect Investments in stocks-, bonds and the 
shoit-term money markets. 

“By owning several asset ’classes that 
don’t behave the same way under various 
economic scenarios, you reduce risk,’’ ana- 
lysts at' The Outlook point out “Your cur- 
rent circumstances should detehnlnc what 
portion of yoUr assets are devoted to stocks 
as opposed to' bonds and cash equivalents. 
OWr the long.icrm, asset mix will be an im- 
portant delcrminnnt of investment perfor- 
mance.’’ 


Businesswoman, teacher, legislator looks ahead

Dale McCormick describes herself os a 
builder. 

On a practical level, she is one of the 
country’s first women joumcy-levcl car- 
penters, the fonner owner of a construction 
firm, outhor of two books on home repairs 
and founder of a program that trains wom- 
en on welfare for the better-paid blue collar 
jobs usually held by men. 

She is also a much-respected three-term 
Maine state senator, acclaimed for her abil- ' 
ity to forge alliances among disparate 
groups. A strong advocate for gay and les- 
bian rights, she won her lost election in a 
conservative, rural district with 68 percent 
of the vote when many other Democrats 
fell to Republican challengers. 

"She is extremely talented,’’ said. Frank 
O'Hdni, a public policy consultant based in 
Portland. Maine. "She is also pragmatic. 
She has strong values, but she is willing to 
talk and deal with any one on'on equal ba- 
sis.” 

. In her first election, campaigning against 
the Republican incumbent. McCormick 
rode a bicycle door to door throughout her 
district, visiting constituents to hear tlieir 
concerns. “1 felt like a mini pollster, I had 
my finger on the pulse," McCormick said 
in an interview recently. 

She hopes to stretch her platform, cen- 
tered on health care and welfare reform, 
onto a national stage. She recently filed to 
run in the Democratic primary for Maine’s 
First Congressional District in 1 996. 

Joanne D’Arcangelo, a woman’s odvo- 
catc and director of the Maine Bor Founda- 
tion, said McCormick "has the mok pro- 
found can-do attitude of anyone I hove ever 
met. No obstacle is overwhelming.”

Where had 
he been?” said McCormick, a vocal lobby- 
ist for gay rights before being elected to the 
Senate. 

McCormick has a 14-month-old baby 
with her partner of 1 0 years, Betsy Sweet. 

She was bom in 1 947 in New York, the 
daughter of Kenneth Dale McCormick, a 
self-made man who rose to cditor-in-chicf 
of Doublcday & Co. Her mother, Tibby 
Kramer, was a nurse. * 

When Dale was a baby her parents di- 
vorced. Six years later her mother married 
a writer who took the family to live in 
Iowa. 

At the University of Iowa, during the 
Vietnam war, McCormick was involved in 
the peace movement. She graduated in 
1970 with a degree in American studies, 
believing she would teach. 

But McCormick, couldn’t find a job. 
While wondering what to do she heard 
.about an apprenticeship for the Internation- 
al Brothcihood of Carpenters and Joiners 
Local 1260 — but that wasn't the kind of 
work women did. 

So a male friend turned in her applica- 
tion. And her name. Dale, was androgy- 
nous enough to not arouse suspicion or 
prejudice. McCorm|ck received the highest 
grade bh a written test, was granted tm m-" 
terview and then was picked for the ap- 
prenticeship.

BOISE (AP) — With US 
West Coinmunications op- 
posed to the idea of giving ba- 
sic Ideal service customers a 
credit on their monthly bills, 
Idaho utility regulators will 
conduct public hearings before 
deciding how to use than $6 
million of the phone compa- 
ny’s 1994 revenue. , 

Public Utilities Commission 
Chairman Marsha Smith said 
Friday the money should be 
used in the public interest and 
to bcncHt southern Idaho resi- 
dential and small business cus- 
tomers of US West's basic lo- 
cal service. 

But the commission needs to 
decide’ whether to follow a rec- 
ommendation from its staff to 
give those customers a S1.50 
monthly credit on. their bills 
for O' ycor or calls from US 
West and others to instead 
spend the money on such 
telecommunications mograms 
as distance ilearning, 
telemedicine or providing 
more access to the information 
superhighway in rural Idaho. 

“Wc’rc just concerned that 
while the S18 return in princi- 
ple appears to be a valid use ... 
there may be better uses of 
those funds," Eldon Edmund- 
son of the Idaho Medical In- 
formation Consortium told 
commissioners. 

“I would urge the commis- 
sion to leverage this opportuni- 
ty, a tremendous opportunity 
which may be fleeting;” said 
Jake Hoffman, head of the 
state Department ofAdminis- 
tralion’s Division of Informa- 
tion Technology. 

The revenue-sharing ar- 
rangement is part of US 
West’s decision to rempve all 
its southern Idaho operations > 
except basic local service from 
Public Utilities Commission 
rate regulation. 

Commissioners approved a 
plan in 1989 for allocating 
costs between the fully regu- 
lated basic local services and 
the company’s partially regu- 
lated operations. Under the 
plan, if US West’s annual rev- 
enue per access line increases, 
a portion of the increase is at- 
tributed to the .regulated scr- 
— vices 

Revenue-sharing funds were 
returned to customers as o one- _ 
time credit during Utc first two 
years of the plan. Customers 
received a S5.49 credit based 
on S1.7 million in 1990 rev- 
enue and 0 S7.98 credit per 
line based on $2.5 million in 
1991 revenue. 

For the last three yeors, 
commissioners approved using 
a total of $14.2 million for US 
West's Technology II project, 
which was completed last 
year. It improved line quality 
and ensured standard data 
transmission capability for at 
least 60 percent of the cus- 
tomers of 30 US West rural 
wire centers.

NEW YORK — Lower interest 
rales arc behind the grcatcr-than-cx- 
pected spike in July existing home 
sales, but the swell of sales seen in 
recent months likely will not contin- 
ue, economists said Friday. 

Existing home sales rose 5 per- 
cent in July from June to a seasonal- 
ly adjusted annual rate of 3.99 mil- 
lion units. The July rate was the 
highest since June 1994, when the 
annual raicwns4.01 million units. 

Economists surveyed by Knight- 
Riddcr Financial News had called 
for existing home sales to rise. 1.9 
percent to 3.85 million from the 
3.78 million In June. 

"Yes, the rise is rate related," said 
Kenneth Maylancf, chief financial 
economist at Cleveland-based Key- 
Corp. 


But, the lower rote-inspired sales 
"have run their course,” he said, cit- 
ing recent Mortgoge Bankers Asso- 
ciation weekly survey results. 

For example, in the Aug. 18 re- 
porting week the MBA survey 
found £at total applications fell 4.1 
percent. This decline followed a 2.7 
percent decline in total applications 
for the week ended Aug. 11. 

Mayland pointed out that the ex- 
isting home sales data alone arc not 
indicative of an cconomic'rcbound 
in the second half of 1995.

Analysts see new network behind 
acquisition of television stations 


NEW YORK (AP) — Barry 
Diller, who oversaw creation the Fox 
nctworic in the 1980s, Is taking con- 
trol of a group of TV stations that 
could be the foundation for yet an- 
other network. 

Diller said Friday he has gained 
control of Silver King Communica- 
tions, which owns a dozen indepen- 
dent UHF TV stations reaching 
about 28 million households. The 
deal was valued at $45 million. 

Most of the stations carry home 
shopping programs, but Diller confi- 
dants and indusUy observers said the 
stations arc expected to provide a 
foundation for a still-undcrmcd na- 
tional program service that could 
compete with the big networks. 

“It. looks like he has found a plat- 
form for his expansion into the enter- 
tainment business,” said Harold Vo- 
gel, who follows the industry for the 
investment firm Cowen & Co. 

The announcement mode no men- 
tion of Dillcr’s ultimate ambitions 
for the station group. He did return 
repeated calls. 

Diller will have a tough task find- 
ing television outlets for a new ser- 
vice. Fox is already challenging 
ABC, CBS and NBC for station af- 
filiates. Time Warner Inc. and Via- 
com Inc. arc building networks of 
their own.

NEW YORK (AP) — In stark 
contrast to n painful period five 
years ago, the mild recession scare 
of 1995 has inflicted little percep- 
tible damage on junk bond mutual 
funds. 

These funds, which specialize in 
the debt securities of companies 
that are struggling or just too new 
or too small to have 
earned top credit / 

ratings, haven’t at- 
tracted much atten- /^''y \ 
tion lately. Xf

perform admirably, 5 

when you carefully 
weigh all questions 
of risk and reward., 

Through the first mmmmmmmmm 
half of the year, an 
average of 119 
high-yield corporate bond funds 
tracked by Morningstar Inc. 
chalked up a 9.54 percent return. 
That ouLstripped the 8.84 percent 
gain recorded by Morningstar’s 
average of 1,242 taxable bond 
funds for the January-Junc period. 

The high-yield funds have had 
average total returns of 9.98 per- 
cent over the last three years; 
12.65 percent over the last five 
years, and 9.65 percent over the 
last 10 years, beating the overall 
taxable bond fund average in ev- 
ery case. 

These numbers may not impress 
an experienced investor. After all, 
junk bonds are considered riskier 
than the overall bond market be- 
cause they arc more prone to dc- 
- fault-than-bluc chip corporate 
bonds or Treasury securities is- 
sued by the federal government. 

To entice investors to brave that 
default risk, junk bonds should 
logically provide enhanced returns. 
And to keep that risk fresh in in- 
vestors' minds, there’s the memo- 
ry of 1990, when a recession and 
credit crunch helped produce a 
negative return of 10.23 percent 
for tlic average junk bond fund. 

Indeed, some observers say 
junk bond investments aren’t 
strictly comparable to higher-qual- 
ity bonds in the first place. Mom- 
ingstar puts high-yield bond funds 
in the “hybrid" category, along 
with such other types as convert- 
ible bond funds and equity income 
funds. 


Junk bonds, die reasoning goes, 
tend to behave more like stocks 
than bonds in one important re- 
spect: Their standing widi investor; • 
depends heavily on llie state of the 
issuing company’s business 
prospects and finances, rather than 
other variables such as ihc.ups and 
downs of interest rotes.

" Most of the lime, 
stock funds outper- 
form junk bond 
funds. But all things

Norman Fosback, 
editor of the 
ncw.sicttcr Income 
Fund Outlook in Deerfield Beach, 
Fla., junk funds come out very 
well when you consider their rela- 
tive risks and rcturnMo^ther. 

Stocks arc deafly riskier than 
all types of bonds, Fosback says, 
in part because bondholders have 
first claim ahead of stockholders 
on the issuer's c.ash flow and as- 
sets. “As a class, stock funds | 
swing more widely tiian either \ 
junk bond funds or investment- 
grade bond funds," he adds. “They 
return more in the long run, but at 
tlic cost of more frequent and larg- 
er dowmsidc fluctuations." 

When you compare junk bond 
funds against higher-grade bond 
funds, Fosback declares, "a per- 
suasive argument can be made 
that they arc of approximately - 
equal risk.” 

Individual junk bonds are riski- 
er than investment-grade bonds, 
he concedes, But in a diversified 
fund portfolio, he says, "the diver- 
sification sharply reduces the 
overall default risk simply because 
most junk bonds never default, 
and highcr-than-average current 
yields more than compcn.satc for 
ilie ones that do." ^ 

In times of rising interest rates, 
which usually occur in a setting of 
strengthening economic condi- 
tions, junk bond funds may out- 
perform higher-quality bond funds 
because the depressing effect on 
Junk bonds of rising interest rates 
is mitigated. by a perception that 
default risk is diminishing.
